Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 1 -28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claims 1,16 and 21 : These claims are allowable over the prior art 
of record because the latter, either alone or in combination, does not disclose nor 
render obvious a device for generating amplified spontaneous emission (ASE) across a 
selected wavelength range having a waveguide comprising a plurality of separate 
wavelength gain subsections arranged in a serial configuration between the ends of the 
waveguide to collectively form an active waveguide wherein each subsection is 
configured to produce ASE across a wavelength range that is less than, but within the 
overall selected range to produce collectively ASE across the entire range, in 
combination with the rest of the claimed limitations. 

With regard to claims 2-15, 17-20 and 22-28: These claims are allowable over 
the prior art of record because they depend from allowable claims.
